Modern Miss Here Beginning | 
To Outgrow Average Males

Japan's modern woman is 
blossoming into bustier, hip- 
pier, longer-legged version of 
her older sister. 

But to the sheer horror of 
Japan's Males, the average 
young woman alsd is bilossom- 


ing in another direction — up. 
And she is growing a iot faster 
than the average man, 


Welfare Ministry statistics 
show that the average 18-year- 
old boy is about one-fourth of 
an inch taller than the average 
35-year-old man. Nurtured on 
a vastly improved postwar diet, 
the young man now averages 
five-feet, four-inches. 

But the girl of 18 is a full 
inch-amd-one-half taller than the 
woman of 35. She stands five 
feet, one-half inch. 


There is some consolation for - 


the men, however, in all these 
disheartening figures. A lead- 
ing young woman's magazine, 
working from thousands of sets 
of vital statistics, compiled this 
profile for the average girl of 
18: 


Bust—32.3 inches; waist—24.4 
inches; hips—356.2 inches. 

All this is wrapped in a five 
foot, one-half inch package 
weighing 106 pounds. 

Bustwise, the average 18-year- 
old girl is one-third of an inch 
larger than the 35-year-old wom 
an. She's got half an inch more 
around the hips. And her waist 
is one-fourth of an inch smal. 
ler. 


What accounts for this sud. 
den spurt of growth in women? 


Yoshitomo Fujisawa, a mem- 


ber of the Welfare Ministry's | 


diet research staff, attributes 
part of it to living conditions. 

“The Japanese today are eat- 
ing more meat, milk, butter, 


bread and other Western-style | 


foods,” he said, 
Another factor is dress. Most 
Japanese women have abandon- 


el the tightiy-wrapped kimono 
for everyday Wear and sub 
stituted the freer, looser West- 
ern skirt and biouse, 

But that still doesn’t explain 
fully why women are growing 
faster than men. For an answer, 
the experts fall back 
psychology and the tricks 
mind plays on the body, Said 
Fujisawa: 

“The Japanese—and particu 
larly the women—enjoy more 
freedom today. They pick their 
own mates, they go where they | 
please, they aren't as bound to 


their parents. They can do a) 
lot of things that were impos 
sible before the war.

The budget proposes 2,781 
million rupees for defense, with

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End of Sugamo in Sight 


We believe that it is absolutely time to put an end to 


the imprisonment of so-called 


“war criminals” and the plan 


to close down the Sugamo Prison in Tokyo, where major 
Japanese offenders in this category were placed after World 
War Il, meets with our fall approval, 

The Cabinet, at its meeting on February 21, decided to 
abolish the prison by fiscal year 1962, as most of those held 


there have been released. 


Since then several new paroles 


have been granted, and it is reported that today there are 
Jess than 40 prisoners, all sentenced by the United States. 
The American Government last December transferred the 
power to recommend paroles to Japan and a Clemency and 
Parole Board was set up here to consider the various cases. 
Those now released have had their paroles approved by 
the American authorities and, as far as we know, there 


has been no clash of opinion. 


The hope is now that the remaining prisoners can be 
speedily released and Japanese public opinion, undoubted. 


ly strong on this matter, given full satisfaction. 


Most of 


the men in Sugamo have been behind bars for more than 10 
years, and their retention in prison is hardly in accordance 


with modern sentiment. 


Many Japanese appear to regard the tribunals set up 
by the allies after the war as evidence of a sort of postwar 
hysteria, mingled with feelings of self-righteousness hardly 
justified by events. Actually, of course, the idea was adopt- 
ed in the anxiety of the leaders of the Allied nations to pre- 


vent a recurrence of war. 


It was an experiment designed 


to show that making war did not pay. 

But in many cases we fear men were punished merely 
for obeying orders, and if the lesson to be learned by sol- 
diers thus punished is that disloyalty to their country is 
the proper thing, we fear that this is hardly a virtuous no- 


tion. 


It is doubtful if the setting up of the war tribunals and 
the punishment of the vanquished has done any good. It 
may have done harm, and the next war-—-if one should ever 
come about—might be fought with all the greater ferocity 
because of the knowledge that defeat could bring such 
punishments as were handed out to many. of the losers 


after World War Il. 


However. it would be wise not to dwell on such gloomy 


thoughts. 


We want to forget Sugamo and such places, and 


we believe the world might feel the better for their clos- 
ing. Consequently, we hope the Government will do every- 
thing it can to put a speedy end to this unhappy legacy of 


war.

Topics of the Times 


As the school examination 
season draws near, the lack 
of study facilities sees pulb- 
lic libraries overflowing with 
streama of students, They are 
even to be observed studying on 
atreetears and electric trains. 
A foreign ianguage, usually 
English in this country, is a 
formidable subject which ac 
counts for the frequent sight of 
students assiduously memoriz- 
ing words anil phrases from 
small cards, English written on 
one side and the Japanese 
equivalent on the other. They 
present a sight for sympathy 
as they tollsomely memorize 
mountains of such cards. They 
may, however, represent one 
tragic facet of Japan in agony. 

The late Father Candeau of 
France who is said to have mas- 
tered Japanese in about half a 
year afler coming to Japan, was 
surprised at this sight and could 
not help but comment that he 
could not admire, much less en- 
courage, auch a “Zazen-like” 
(religious 1aeditation of the Zen 
sect) way of study. 

Complex Language 

Because of its complexity the 
Japanese language takes far 
more time to master than Ene- 


lish or a European language. 
The results of several tests 
show that Japanese linguistic 


ability has dropped in general 
since the war. Even though 
English is taught for 10 years 
or more through junior, senior 
high school and college, satisfac- 
tory results have not been 
achieved, except in some cases. 
Many can read a foreign lan- 
guage, Dut cannot speak or 
write it, much less understand 
it when spoken. It is a par 
tial acquisition in most cases. 


Edwin Reischauer has writ 
ten, “Few other people know 
the Japanese language, and the 
Japanese themselves, because 
of the fundamental differences 
in structure between their own 
language and most others and 
also because of the ineptness of 
their foreign language training 
in achool, have proved to he 
about the worst linguists in the 
world.” (United States and 
Japan P. 336) 

This is rather severe criticism, 
but we cannot help accepting 
it as a fact. There is no know- 
ing just how much handicap 
the Japanese people have suffer- 
ed because of their linguistic 
inability. It has been a great 
hindrance to mutual wunder- 
standing between Japan and 
other countries, 

Some improvements have 
lately been made due to such 
factors as the occupation of the

At the International PEN 
Club convention last year, the 
subject of interpreters present- 
ed a difficult problem; a deti- 
sion Was made then to promote 
the work of transiating Japa- 
nese into foreign languages. It 
is regrettable, however, that no 
definite or practical steps are 
known to have been taken’ to 
date, 

In recent years, the cold war 
has caused both culture and 
eclentific technology to assume

To date we have not 
yet grown out of the state 
sharply pointed out ‘by Prof. 
Reischauer. 

Communist China has not 
only simplified its language but 
has gone a step further in the 
decision to use phonetic symbols 
with the alphabet to indicate 
Peiping pronunciation, In the 
future, It may be conjectured 
that Chinese characters’ will 
disappear from usage. The effect 
of such language reform will be 
felt for thousands of years, re- 
sulting in the Chinese people's 
liberation from the heavy lin 
guistic burden under which 
they have so long and pain- 
fully labored. 


China’s Reform 


China will be carrying out a 
linguistic reform which will be 
no less important and signi- 
ficant than that of Turkey after 
World War |. Thus, we can 
imagine a future state of China 
free from illiteracy and blessed 
with language unity and a 
facile diffusion of knowledge. 

The proposal to adopt the 
Roman alphabet in Japan can- 
not be lightly brushed aside. 
However, greater efforts should 
be made to simplify the method 
of studying foreign languages 

well as to make improve 
ments on the Japanese ltangu- 
age itself. It is neccssary to 
improve the fundamentals at 
hand before speaking of advanc- 
ing scientific knowledge. 


The more we see young 
students laboring painfully to 
memorize English by a tortuous 
method similar to religious 
penance and that which has 
proved inefficient, the more we 
desire that something be done 
to wipe out the tragedy of being 
called “the worst linguists.”

USSR’s Bold Action Program 


NEW YORK (AP)—Moscow 
apparentiy has instructed the 
world’s Communists that the 


way to EBurope—and to global 
victory for communism—lies 
through the Arab East. There- 
fore, Moscow may be consider- 
ing the possibility of breaking 
a long-standing Russian rule. 

The Kremlin has just issued 
a new call to arm to the 
world’s Communists. It has told 
them to be ready to strike— 
with force and violence where 
necessary—for power in non- 
Communist countries. Moscow 
indicates, too, a belief the zero 
hour may not be far off in some 
areas. 

The action program, careful- 
ly spelled out, depends upon a 
severe United States economic 
crisis spreading to the non- 
Communist world. Moscow says 
this is coming and Communists 
should be ready. Meanwhile, 
Communists must discard any 
notion that peaceful seizure to 
power is the only way. 

The instructions indicate 
that, given a favorable set of 
circumstances, the Russians 
might break their own rule and 
expand physical Red control to 
areas With which communism 
has no frontiers. in such 2 
case, the Middle East, and Arab 
Syria in particular, are prime 
targets. 

The program is boldly elabor- 
ated in a long and detailed five- 
part editorial published in the 
atest edition of the magazine 
Communist—the party theore- 
tical bible—to reach this coun- 
try. 

“The future belongs to com- 
munism,” trumpets the maga- 
zine, reviewing results af two 
recent international Communist 
meetings in Moscow in Novem- 
ber. One of these meetings in- 
volved the Soviet bioc, Yugo- 
slavia and Red China. The 
other was of representatives of 
64 Communist parties around 
the world, including the Soviet 
bloc. The first produced a

“declaration,” which Yugoslavia 
alone falled to sign. The sec- 
ond produced a “peace manifes- 
to.” signed by all, inciuding 
Yugoslavia’s Reds. 


Communist called these se~ 
sions “the most representative 
meeting of Communist parties 
in the whole history of the 
world Communist movement.” 
It said the significance of the 
two documents could not be 
overestimated in “pointing the 
way” for the world’s Commu- 
nists. 

Communist then calls upon all 
parties to bury their internal 
differences and rally around 
Soviet leadership. ‘To deny 
such leadership, it says, is 
“revisionism, or right oppor- 
tunism.” 

It then says that capitalism 
clearly is on the road to destruc- 
tion, because the upsurge in 
capitalist economies caused by 
militarization is fading awav. 

The United States, it adds, 
faces an economic jolt whicn 
will contribute to a “general 
worsening of the economic situ- 
ation In underdeveloped coun- 
tries.” 

Communists, waiting for this 
collapse, must attempt to “unite 
all strata of the populations” of 
the weaker countries around 
“the slogans of peace, demo- 
cracy, national independence.’ 
The Communists must be in 
the van of all these movements. 
They must not stress that they 
oppose private ownership. They 
must join with all groups to 
form national fronts which can 
be dominated. They must fol- 
low the example of the “com- 
rades in Syria and Indonesia, ’ 
which joined national move- 
ments while “having at the 
same time their own line of 
struggle.” 

And they must be ready, when 
the time comes, to use vio 
lence. 

“One of the main manifesta- 
tions of revisionism,” Commun- 
ist warns, “is in the proclama- 
tion of peaceful means as the

only means for transition from 
capitalism to socialism, These 
peaceful means are represented 
by revisionists as transition 
without a class struggle and a 
dictatorship of the proletariat 
in one form or another.”

Race for the Moon 


—" 


WASHINGTON — Although 
the subject has attracted little 
attention, the United States 's 
now engaged in a race with the 
Soviet Union at least as im 
portant in terms of prestige 
and propaganda as the race for 
the first earth satellite. We are 
in a race to be the first to shoot 
the moon. President Eisen 
hower has acknowledged that 
he and his advisers under 
estimated the global psychologl 
cal effect of the Soviet triumph 
in launching the first satellites. 
The effect of the appearance of 
a visible blotch on the face of 
the old familiar moon, whicn 
has peered down on the earth 
for, so many aeons, is likely to 
be even greater. This is why, 
in the wake of the Soviet 
Sputniks, a very high priority 
was assigned to an Air Force 
project for hitting the moon 
with a staged missile. 

“ - 


The current Air Force sched- 
ule-—which represents, it should 
be understood, more a hope 
than a certainty—calls for the 
first moon shot before the end 
of this year, perhaps by mie: 
summer or earlier. The vehicle 
will.be a Thor rocket, equipped 
with a booster to kick its speed 
up to the necessary escape 
velocity of around 24,000 miles 
an hour. 

The experts are sure that this 
fantastic speed can be achieved. 
They are not so sure that the 
incredibly complex and soph's 
ticated aiming and muidance 
system required actually to nit 
the moon can be perfected 80 
soon. 

Consider the problem in 
volved, Earth and moon are 
separated by more than 240,000 
miles, and both bodies are mov- 
ing at great speeds. Thus 
shooting the moon might be 
compared, in the _ simplest 
terms, to bringing down a fast- 
fiying goose with a bola from 
the top of a speeding automo- 
bile. 


In other words, the first na- 
tion to shoot the moon success- 
fully will display to the worid 
a most significant technicai 
proficiency in the vital field of 
ballistic guidance. Thus, in a 
symbolic sense, the first moon 
shot will have more real atra- 
tegic significance than the first 
satellite launching. 

Among the experts, there is 
some dispute about the purpose 
of a moon shot. Cne theory is 
that the warhead of the missile 
should release certain guses on 
the surface of the moon, which 


would convey to the scientists 
important information about 
atmospheric and other lunar

Clarifying Nonmissionary 
W ork 
To the Editor: 

This letter is intended to 
clarify some points relative to 
Japanese immigration laws as 
they apply to nonmissionary 
work by foreign missionaries in 
Japan, 

The Japan Times dated Dec, 
30, 1957, quoted a letter from 
the Immigration Administration 
Bureau in Yokohama to Msgr. 
Luke Arai, the Bishop of Yoko- 
hama, urging all foreign mis- 
sionaries engaged in work out- 
side the realm of missionary 
activities to file applications to 
do so with the nearest immigra- 
tion office. 


It is difficult to define. pre- 
cisely the sphere of missionary 
activities because there would 
be a wide gap in the limits de- 
pending on whether the term 
is interpreted in a broad or nar- 
row sense. But since a line 
must be drawn somewhere, this 
office has decided to abide by 
the following interpretation and 
enforce immigration laws ac- 
cordingly. 

When a missionary works as 
a teacher at a school operated by 
the religious organization to 
which he belongs or takes part 
in social welfare works, he shall 
be interpreted in a broad sense 
as being engaged in missionary 
activities and shall not be re- 
quired to file applications for 
permission to conduct extra- 
missionary activities. 

If a missionary should depart 
from the primary missionary 
work of the organization to 
which he belongs and work in 
a capacity that would constitute 
a professional status at schools, 
hospitals or organs and facilities 
that have no connection with 
rissionary organizations, he 
shall be required to file appli- 
cations for daing so.

The alternative is to pack the 
missile warhead with vertain 
dves which would, on impact 
color a sufficient area of ne 
moorn’s surface to be visible 
from the earth, at least througia 
telescopes.

But 
with the lesson of the Sputniks 
in mind, the advocates of »* 
visible dye are likely to have 
their way, The main initial 
object of the race for the moon 
is psychological. Purely scien- 
tifie experiments can come 
later. 

There is no really solid hasis 
for judging the likely winner 
of the race for the moon. Ever 
since the second Sputnik firing, 
intelligence experts have been 
waiting anxiously for another 
shoe io drop. The Soviets had 
been expected to launch further 
satellites at the rate of one a 
month—Indeed, they had boast 
ed that they would do so, 


One theory to expiain the 
long gap since the second Sput- 
nik launching is that the So- 
viets have purposely held back 
on satellite ladnchings to avoid 
a aeense of anticlimax and that 
they are now concentrating ali 
their energies on winning the 
race to the moon.

There is no doubt that the 
Soviets can provide the neces 
sary thrust to achieve escape 
velocity. But there is some be- 
lief — probably wishful — that 
their guidance svstem is not 
sufficiently sophisticated for 4 
moon shot. There is even 
some evidence, taken seriously 
by the experts, that some 
weeks ago the Soviets attempt- 
ed a moon shot which failed. 

At any rate, the race for the 
moon is on—and this time, at 
least, the responsible American 
authorities have acknowledged 
to themselves that we are in a 
race. The race for the moon ‘ts 
only a part, of course, of the 
whole race for space. 

All three services are pre- 
pared to launch further satel- 
lites this year, so that, as one 
space specialist put it, “space 
will soon be lousy with hard- 
ware.” Project Pied Piper, the 
Air Force program for a tele- 
vision-equipped reconnaissance 
satellite, is sufficiently advanced 
so that the first crude spy satel- 
lite may be launched this year. 
There are ever serious plans for 
shots at Mars and Venus to 
follow the first moon shots. And 
the grand prize—true manned 
space travel—is now considered 
certain to be won, whether by 
the Russians or ourselves, in 
the rather near future,
